THE  HOUSI1TG  SURVEY  ,  ,  \ 

The  survey  was  conducted  during  the  months  of  April  and  May,  19W 
utilising  volunteer  students  from  Albany  State  Teachers  College  as  enumerators, 
within  two  .lighted,  residential  areas  in  downtown  Albany  selected  for  detailed 
study.  These  areas  were  designated  respectively  as  Area  I  (Lincoln  Par,  Area) 

and  Area  II  (Elk-Van  Woert  Ave.) 

Preceding  the  door  to  door  survey,  representatives  of  the  State 
Division  of  Housing  visited,  listed  and  classified  as  residential  or  non-resi- 
dential, each  structure  within  the  areas.  Residential  structures  were  classified 
further  as  to  condition  and  number  of  occupied  and  vacant  dwelling  units  con- 
tained. This  listing  revealed  a  total  of  5,123  occupied  dwelling  units  in  the 
two  areas.   In  order  to  secure  detailed  information  concerning  the  occupants  of 
these  dwelling  units,  a  14  per  cent  stratified  sample  of  these  occupied  dwelling 
units  was  selected.  Enumerators  then  secured  the  detailed  information  called 
for  in  the  household  enumeration  schedule  from  the  occupants  of  each  dwelling 
.nit  selected.  Upon  completion  of  the  survey  the  Chi  Square  test  for  signifi- 
cance was  applied' to  each  area  sample  with  respect  to  family  income,  contract 
rent  and  number  of  persons  per  dwelling  unit.  This  test  revealed  no  significant 
differences,  and  therefore  the  results  secured  in  the  survey  represent  a  true 
picture  of  the  total  population  within  the  surveyed  areas. 

Thus,  structure  data  presented  below  are  based  on  a  100  per  cent 
coverage  while  dwelling  unit  and  family  data  are  based  on  a  samole  equal  to 
tf  per  cent  of  the  number  of  occupied  dwelling  units  in  the  two  areas.

The  following  tabulations  report  the  summary  data  from  a  ten  per- 
cent sample  of  the  survey  of  dwelling  units  In  Oswego,  conducted  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Mayor's  Committee  on  Housing.  The  city-wide  ten  perceat  sample  includes  a 
ten  percent  sample  from  each  sido  of  the  Oswogo  River,  further  details  of  which  are 
described  in  the  narrative  accompanying  theso  tables.  A  second  ten  percent  sample 
taken  from  the  west  side  of  the  river  was  also  tabulated,  but  since  it  was  used 
principally  as  a  check  against  the  other  samples  its  purpose  was  achieved,  henco 
it  is  not  treated  with  here.  The  Chi  Square  test  of  significance  wag  applied  to 
the  major  tables  of  the  samples.
